Dynamite fueses 
and a considerable quantity of -ex- 
plosives were declared by police to 
have been found in his safe, together

Murphy took the stand and testified 
the dynamite had been "planted" by 
the police and that the guns were 
bought from wounded soldiers to help 
them eat.

able to everyone everywhere so that 
no one need be without it for lack 
of money to pay counsel fees.

admitted young members of the bar 
and Mr. Coolidge telling a common- 
wealth club luncheon crowd that the 
progress of the United State* govern- 
ment in its various endeavors was sat- 
isfactory.
